univerſal Obedience, which every Subject owes to the 
King , and all his Subordinate Magiſtrates, that act 
in Commiſſion from him : For Superiors, and Tnfe- 
riors are Relatives, Mutu0 ſe porunt, 'tis impoſſible 
that the one ſhould have a bemg, without the exiſt. 
ence of the other - For that which conſtitutes 
ſome Perſons in any Society to rule, andigovern , 
does by that very AG, oblige and appoint all others 
in the ſame Politie, to obey thoſe Perſons ſo con« 
ſtituted to govern. And therefore Obedience to 
Governors is not a Voluntary Af of the Subje&, in 
putting himſelf under ſuch a Power; but it is a-N;- 
tural, and neeeſſary Duty, in order to the Quiet, 
Peace, and Happineſs of Mankind. Yea further, 
this Submiſſion injoyn'd, and recommended here by 
the Apoſtle, is not only an outward Honor, and Re- 
werence to the Perſons, and Offices of thoſe in Ay- 
thority, But it is an aQtual Conformity to their Laws, 
and Precepts ; and a'ready Obedzence. to all their 
tawfal Commands, which.' they have \enaRted* for 
the* PRDNEC-SONG?

' The Arguments usd by the Apoſtle in my Text 
to enforce this Duty,:are two; The (1:):from the 
divine Original, and Authority of Kings and Gowep= 
nors; the(2) fromthe great Advantage which re- 
ſults from their Government to their SubjeGs. 

' In the rſt. Place, that the Supreme civil Magi-

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ſtrate afts by God's immediate Authority, and un- 
der Commiſſion from the broad Seal of Heaven, ( if 
I may ſo ſay, _). is evident throughout the whole _ 
IVord of God. Thus S* Paul aflerts, that there 1,4 
7s no Power but of God, the Powers that be, are or- 
dain'd of God, &-c. And again, He 7s the Mini- 
fter of God, And therefore we are commanded in 
my Text, To ſubmit to every Ordinance of” man for 
the Lord's ſake: Plainly ſhewing, That every hu- 
mane Law made by a juſt Authority, carries upon 
ir the Stamp and Impreſs, of the King of Heaven. 
The very Heathens could fay, vuiddley 5 bernide 
The King 1s. not only the Ordinance , but allo 
the Gift of God. And therefore 'twas excellently 
oblerv'd by S* Irenens, Cujus juſſu homines naſ- 
cuntur, hujus juſſu et Reges conſtituuntur, apti ijs 
qui ab ipſis regnantur. That Kings are conſtituted agg SIC 
by the very ſame Authority, and Command,by which © 
Men are made and born, being uſeful to them 
over whom they exerciſe Rile and Authority. 

Adam was no ſooner made, but he was an abſo- 
lute Monarch, and was inveſted wth Soveraignty, not 
only over the Beaſts of the field, exc. and over his 
own Children, but even over his Wife, Her deſire 6c, iu 
( faid the Almighty to him, ) ſpall be to thee, and gea....;. 
thou ſhalt rule over her. And here was the Foun- 
dation of Monarchical Government laid. But leaſt

any ſhould think, that this kind of Government did

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Almighty made it Hereditary, and entail'd it on his 
eldeſt Son; even on Cain. Abel the younger Bro- 
ther ( it's true |) was the more righteous man , but 
Dominion was not founded in grace : For tho Abel's 
Sacrifice were accepted, and Cain's rejected , yet the 
Lord ſaid unto Cain, why 1s thy Conuntenance dejeCi- 
ed, and why art thon wroth © Thou ſhalt not looſe 
the Right of thy Primogeniture , for ſince Abel is thy 
younger Brother, his deſire ſhall be to thee, and thou 


fhalt rule over bin. Whence it plainly appears , 


that Monarchical Government,was Originally jure di- 
wino, and Hereditary , and not founded in Grace. 
That's the firſt Argument, to enforce the Duty of 
Obedience upon us, becauſe our Governors i& by 
God's own Amnthority. 

The 24 is, the great Adwantage, that accrues to 
Subjects by there Governors, they are ſet over them 
by God, for the Puniſhment of evil doers, and for the 

praiſe of them that do well. And therefore *ris not 
only profitable for us, but abſolutely neceſſary, 


that we ſhould have Superiors to rule over us. For 


when there was no King in Iſrael every man did that 
which was right in his own «yes. All manner of 


Public and Edidemical Mz{chiefs would follow L:- 


erty.

Public Veal. Itthere were no Law, there weuld 
be no Living. It Moſes's hands be not ſteddily hold- 
en up, to reward the vertuous and puniſh the wick- 
ed, Iſrael would be overthrown, and flie before 
their Enemies. Rewards and Punifhments are thoſe 
Buitereſſes that uphold the whole State: Takea- 
way theſe, and Confuſron, and Tyranny would imme- 
diatly follow. Public Retubution according to every 
man's Worth, is that alone which can maintain any 
Society of men, in Peace and Happineſs : So that if 
we deſire the Public good , as well as our own Pri- 
ate Intereſt, the only way to effect it 1s, by chear- 


fully obeying all the Laws of our Prince, who is 


ſet over us by God, for the Puniſhment of evil do- 
ers, and for the praiſe of them that do well. But 
as this Duty of Obedience is enforc'd upon us by theſe 
Reaſons ; So 

Another thing, which out of the Words offers it 
ſelf to our Conſideration, 1s, The perſons to whom 
our Obedience is due ; And they are either, The King 
as Supreme, or other ſubordinate Governors that are 


ſent by him ; Or, we muſt obey God, and the King, 
| and the King's Miniſters. We muſt obey God for 


his own ſake, to whom all Obedience 1s Originally due : 
The King we muſt obey for the Lord s ſake, by whons 
Kings Reign; And our Subordinate Governors we

muſt obey , for the King's ſake , by vertue of whoſe 


Commiſſion they act. 

1. We muſt obey the King as Supreme In his 
Dominions : For the welfare of every $ nbject is bound 
#p inthe Bundle of the King's life, and he is the Mi- 
niſter of” God to thee for Good 5 And therefore we 
mult obey all his juſt Contwendls readily , and chear« 
fully. The King is like the Sur, from whoſe 
heat there 3s nothing hid , but it influenceth 
all the Particulars , in 1ts Courſe and Dominion ; 
Even ſo, the meaneſt Subje& be he never ſo private, 
and at neverſuch a Hare from the [King's Conrt, 
yet his peaceable and excellent Government will 
hugely advantage him. The Beams of Majeſty are 
very nouriſhing and comfortable, - they revive the 
drooping Spiri ts, and put new Blood daily into eve- 
ry Man's Veins; ſo that its Benefits are unlimited 
and Univerſal, and are the great Catholicon on Earth. 
- Particularly, The King is Supreme in all bis Domi- 
nions, and Countries, in all Cauſes Civil: For Mo- 
narchy :dmits yo Rivals, nor Co-partners: Parity is 
cl with 1t : ſo that the King mult be abſo- 
lute and Supreme,or elſe he's no King atall. There's 
not an Officer in the State, from the higheſt to the 
loweſt, but he a&ts in Commiſſion from the King , 
either immediatly, or mediately; and h's Commiſ- 


fiox may be withdrawn; or continued at the King's 
Plea- 
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Pleaſure ;, and as he in his excellent Wiſdom , and 
fupreme Judgment , ſhall think fit. And were it 
_- thus; It Men's Offices were intail d on them, it 
were impoſſible for the King to redreſs ſuch Cries 
vances, and Miſdemeanours as have unfortunately 
happend in too too many, that have acted by Con 
miſſion from him. So that the King's Supremacy in 
Civil Matters, in all Courts, and Judicatures, tully 
appears in this; That all Officers | 1n each of them ſe- 
verally act, by verrue of the King s Authority, and 
not in their. own Rights. 

24ly. The King is Supreme allo in all Cauſes, and 
over all Perſons Eccleſraftical, within bis Dominions, 
By which I mean not , that the Kzng's Power reach- 
eth to the actual Performance of the Duties, and Of- 
ces of Religion, in his own Perſon, ſuch as, Ordinati- 
on, Excommunication, Adminiſtration of the Sacra- 
ments, &c. Yet ncyerthelel, in thele very things, 
he as Power and Authority over the Clergy,” to re- 
ſtrain them from Extravagancies , and to regulate 
them according to Law, in the Performance of their 
ſeveral Duties ; andupon Tranſgreſſion thereof, to 
_ inflict ſuch Penaltizs upon them, as the Law pro- 
vides. 

In Oppoſition to this, the Papiſts plead, that all 
Government Eccleſiaſtical belongs to the Pope ; that 
the C {ergy are exempt from the C:v4l Magiſtrate's

f from ſetting up either St. Peter , or his Succeſſors, 

bi above Kings, and Emperors, that their Modern Pa-

The Presbyterians on the other hand , ( and the 


mo other unclean Beaſts that herd together with them ) 
' lay as great Claim to the Scepter of Feſns Chriſt, as 
x the Pope does to the Keys of St. Peter; and they ſay, 
\ that all Kz7gs ought to ſubmit to that Sceprer. But 
if this ugg le, and Enthuſuaſtical Dream 1s calily untol- 
{1 ded ; For by the Scepter of Jeſus Chriſt , they mean 
ww char own Claſſical Meetings, and that Novel Mode, 

[0 _ or Hotch-potch of Government , which themielves 
/ fram'd but Yeſterday. And this this Presbyterian 
7 Scotch Mift to Plead Superiority over Kings, and 
F Princes, is as imperious , and extravagant, as it 
3 was for the Bramble to be King; and to demand of 
E | the lofty Cedar, to bow it ſelf even under its Sha- 
dow. But to take off what is ſaid by theſe two 
great Pretenders , and to evidence the King's Supre- 
*racy, even Cauſes evieſ aſtical, le make a few 


Remarks. As 


Firſt, 


to Sovern02s Allected. 


Firft, The Intereſt of the Body Politic is chiefly 
promoted by the {ſerious practice of Religzon, and 
therefore the chief Care and InſpeStion into Religi- 
ous Performances, 1s his Prerogative, who is the 
Governor of the Body Politick , and that's the King. 
For it the King have no concern about Religion,other 
then what the Church preſcribes, and chalks out to 
him; If Szbje&is may meet in what Numbers they 
will, and as they pleaſe, contrary to Law, ſo they 
be about Religion , without any Control from the 
King ; then adieu Peace and Happineſs, Religion, and 
Loyalty, and welcome Rebelliov, and all rhe M:ſ- 
chiefs, which a giddy Rabble may run into. So 
that it's impoſſible to promote the Intereſt and Hap- 
pineſs of the Body Politic, unleſs the care of Rel:- 
gion concern the Civil Magiſtrate. 

Secondly , It the King be not Supreme in Cauſes 
Eccleſiaſtical , then it's impoſlible tor him to lecure 
the Peace Civil: For Schiſms in the Church are na- 


turally ſuch forerunners of Sedition1n the State, that 


unleſs the Gowernent of both, belong to the ſame in- 
dividual Perſon, it's impoſſible to ſecure the Qzzet of 
either. For 1 the Church as to her part, ( with Re- 


ference to external Peace, and Order, ) do not intire-- 
ly acknowledge her Dependance on the King, as De- 


fender of that Faith, which the profeſſeth; if we di- 
vide the Church trom the State, and ſet up diſtin 


Jt 
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The Neceity of Dbedience 
Supreme Powers, for Adminiſtration of diſtin& Go- 
wernments in them, fo that the Church and Kingdom 
be thereby rent aſunder ; then it's impoſlible for 
the Civil Magiſtrate to ſecure either himſelf, or his 
Government in Peace and Safety. And therefore the 


King 7s Supreme EVEN 171 C auſes Eccleſraſtical ; other- 


wile the Church it felt, 1t ſeparated from the Kirg, 
and without any Dependance on him , would en- 
danger the Ruin of the Peace Crvil. 

Laſtly, Tfthe King be not Supreme in his Domini- 
ons,even in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical , then there be two 
Supreme Powers in the ſame Nation, one in the State, 
and another in the Church : Which to affirm, lays a 
Foundation for Anarchy and Confuſion: Yea , and 
expoſes the Common-Wealth to Miſchiefs unaccount- 


able. For ſince the ſame Perſons who are Members 


of the State, are alſo Members of the Church ; and 
ſince (upon the former Principle, ) there be two Sx- 
preme Powers, over the ſame individual Perſor , it 
muſt hence follow, that from theſe different Suprenze 
Powers, Subje&s may be oblig'd to perform contra- 
dicory things, which is really impoſſible for them 
to do. For Inſtance, Whilſt the King enjoyns the 
Subje& to defend his Country againſt a Forreign In- 
waſion, the Supreme Governor inthe Church may op- 
pole that Command, and bid the fame Perſon go to 
the Holy War, in the Holy Land, in order to reco- 
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ver our Sawionr's Sepulchre from the poſſeſion of 
the Tutks, and-Saratens. So that ſince the ſetting 
up of -twodiſttn& Supreme Powers in the ſame Na- 
ton, may occaſion their Commands to interfere, and 
claſh one with another : and ſince no man can be 
oblig'd to two contradictory things, it muſt neceſla- 
rily tollow, .that mo Perſon can beſabjet totwo Su- 


preme Powers, enjoyning ſuch things. 


Bat what need we ſtand on Arguments for this 
Point? The King's Suprematy in England, is not on- 
ly ſettled by many ACts of Parliament, but allo fal- 
ly aſſerted inmy Text ; and let St. Peter's followers, 
deny St. Peter's DoGtrine ; and Presbyters, and Pha- 
naticks wreſt the Scriptures to their own DeſtraGion, 
yet we will adhere to the DoCirine of Chriſt, and his 
Apoſtles ; and amongſt the reſt, the King's Suprema= 
cy 18 here aſſerted : Submit your ſelves to every Or- 


| dinance of Man, for the Lord's ſake, whether it be to 


the King, as Supreme. 

2dly. We muſt ſubmit our {elves to our other Go- 
vernors, Who are Subordinate to the King , and ſent 
by him. God Almighty everlook't upon any Afﬀront 
done to his Anointed, as done to himſelf: And all 
Kings, and Princes, expe& that their Ambaſſadors 
ſhould have Reſpe&, and Treatment, fromthe Perſons 
they Treat withal, as if they Treated with them in 
their own Perſon : Andall perſonsa@img by _ 


Fe 
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of his Majeſtie's Authority, ought to be reverenc'd,and 
obey:d for the King's ſake, whoſe Perſon; and Power 
they repreſent, and execute, in'their ſeveral Stations. 
As we mult nottouch Gods Aminted, o neither muft 
we diſobey his Deputies. 

But let. me not preſs'this Point farther then it will 
bear : For if the Subordinate Magiſtrate injoyn things 


without, or beyond his Power ; itſuch Gowveryors et- 


ther thee? Paſſion, or Malice,ior I7norance, a either 
contrary to Law,. or take Gognizance where the Law 
takes none, to the. prejudice of the King's free' 


born Subjefis ; for the Subject in ſuch like Caſe, to 


appeal to the Law, and right himſelf thereby, is ſo 


Har from being Diſobedience to the King, or his Infe- 


rior Magiſtrates, that'tis that which the Law of the 


Land allows , and it provides the Subje& this Reme- 


dy, anduſually Shirs ſuch Officers, as at in Diſho- 
nor to the Perſon they repreſent. 

But as ſome Subordinate M agiſtrates are ſubje& to- 
overdo themſelves, ſo there are others of a quite 
contrary Size; who tho they expect ſtrict Obſervance 
from their Vnderlings, and are very Arbitrary that 
way ; yet they are but indifterent Obſervers of thoſe 
Laws which concern themſelves. For there are 
fome Magiftrates , that are ſeemingly State-Confor= 
miſts, but they are not good Church-Conformiſts - 
And there are others, who ſcemingly Conforns = the 
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to Sovernozs/ Alletted. 
Church, and are devout outwardly at their Prayers, 
but they are- but indifferent State-Conformiſts : 
Whereas indeed, thoſe Inferior Magiſtrates. always 
carry the eveneſt in their ſeveral Statzons, and: can 
never. want a juſt Deference, who are themſelves 
throughly conform to the Government , both in 
Church and State, as now by Law eſtabliſhe. Bur 


ſtill, we are not Judges of the A&s of our Subordi- 
nate Governors ; for we are readily, and chearfull 


to obey them ( for the King's ſake, ) inall things 
wherein they act according to Law: For the Law

And therefore fo often as we res 
i, Alec on that infinite Benefit we receive by our Go- 
vernors. ; andevery day-the Idea of them comes in 
our minds; let us fay with the Lycaonzane, The Gods A 14;

3dly. We owe to our moft Gracious King Main- 
tenance. For he ads for the Public good, andthere» 
; fore muſt be provided for,” by the Public. Thus

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The Neceſſity of Obedience, 8c. 
are God's Meſſengers attending continually on this we- 
ry thing. Render therefore to all their Dues, &c, The 
ſame- Authority that commands us to give unto God, 
the things that are Gods ; commands us alſo to give 
anto Ceſar the things that are Caſars. Let us not 
then be of thoſe Mens minds, who voted, that ewve- 
ry Perſon ſhould be reſponſuble,that ſbould lend, or cauſe 
to be lent, by way of Advance , any money , upon any 
Branch of the King's Revenue, ariſing by Cuſtoms, 
Exciſe , or Hearth-money. And they agam voted, 
That whoſoever ſhould buy any Tally of Anticipation, 


upon any part of the King's Rewenue , or whoſoever

And fo would ruin both King and People, rather 


then'give him ſuch ſopplies, as his important Afﬀeairs 
require, andcall for. But let us follow our Bleſ- 
ſed Savionr's' Steps, who Tather then not pay Tri- 
bute 
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The Loyalty of the, Thurch 
bute, did work a Miracle. Let us never be unwilling, 


but alwayes ready to lay out our ſelves to the ut- 


moſt for the King Intereſt: For it he be reduc'd 
ro neceſſity, we may be ruin'd; ' whereas the fuller 
his Coffers are, the better will he be enabled to pro- 
rect and preſerve us inall our Rights, and Priviled- 
ges, againſt all oppoſition , and oppreflion what- 
ſocver. 

And having thus diſcourſt of the moſt material

Contideration ; and {cen what is real] y the Duty of 


Subjects to their Superiors : We will next take Oc-

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Church of Eng Land, about Loyalty, and Obedimnce to 
Governors, Ly for that End we will look into hee 
Canis, Articles, Homilies, and Liturgy : 1h each 
of which we ſhall find that ſhe has out vn all the 
Charches 1 the World. I begin - 


- x. 'With the Canons :- and what we find therein, 
we have in the firſt and ſecond Canons, the Sub- 
ſtance whereof I ſhall digeſt into theſe few Heads. 
In the firſt Canon, The Kings Supremacy over the 
Church of England in Cauſes Peck fraftical, 'is miton- 


taind: And r. all Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, 8&6. are 


by that Cammon Oblig'd, to cauſe all Perfons to ob- 
ferve the Statutes, and Laws, for reſtoring to the 
Crown the Ancient Turiſdiion over the State Eccle- 
ſiaftical. 2. All Forreign Power repugnant to the 
fare is aboliſht : And therein is fully declar'd, 
that: no manner of Obediencein the King's Domint- 
028, 15due to any but the King, and his ſubordinate 


Governors. 3. By that Canon all Preaching Mrnifters 


are-oblig'd Fes y, without any colour, or re- 
ſerve, to teach, and declare four times every Year 
(attheleaſt, bY in their Sermons , that ro forreign 
Perſon hath any Furiſdifion in his Majeftie's Domini- 
ons : That no Obedience isdne to any, claiming any 
ſuch Power ; but that all Subjetion 18 due and of 
right belongs to the Kings of England, their Heirs, 


and

and Succeſſors for ever. Laſily, in the ſecond Ca- 
0x it is declar'd, that whoſoever ſhall affirm, that 
the King is not Supreme in his Dominions, and that 
he has not the ſame Power,that the Godly Kings had 
among the Jews, and the Chriſtian Emperors had 
inthe Primitive Church; or if any impeach any part 
of the King's Supremacy , they are to be Excommu- 
 nicated zpſo fa&to, and not reſtor'd but by the Arch- 
Biſbop, after their Repentance, and public Revoca- 
tion of ſuch their wicked Error. So that the Church 
of England has ſaid as much as pofltble, in her Canons, 
touching our Duty of Obedience to the King, and 
his Power, even in Eccleſraſtical Matters. AndI 
dare afficm, that what the Church has declar'd in 
theſe- Canons, doth naturally flow ( by very 
good conſequence, ) from my Text, and other pla- 


. ces of Divine Writ. But beſides the Canons, we 
[ have ſomething of greater Authority in the Church , 
and we'le name, ;

As 1. That the King's Majeſty, hath the chief Pow- 
er, in this Realm of England, and other his Domini- 
| ons. 2. The King's Majeſty hath the chiet Gowern-

ment of all Eftater, Ecelefi raftical; and Civil, in all 
Cauſes, within his Dominions. 4. The King ng may 


not execute the Eccleſtaftical Dinies of Preaching, 
and Adminiſtring the Sacraments; But yet he may 
conſtrain all thoſe who are to perform thoſe Duties, 
to execute the ſame,according to their reſpe&ive Of- 
fices, and Charges, incumbent''on them by the Laws 
of the Land. Laftly, The Biſhop of Rome hath no 
Turiſdidtion im this Realm of England, nor in any 
other of his Majeftie's Dominions :- For tho the Bi- 
ſhops of Rome ( by fraudand oppreſlion,) did by de- 
grees, gain the Supremacy in England, in the Reigns 
of ſome few of our Kings ; yet evenin thoſe days, 
when Popery was the Religion in England, the Supre- 
macy was denyed the Pope , not only by yg Pare 
liaments, but by ſeveral of our Kings alſo: As by 
Edward the 1ft. and the 3d. By Richard the 2d. 
and by Henry the 4th. 6th. and 8th. Which Kings, 
ſeeing the Pope's intolerable Pride , and Uſurpation, 
and finding themſelves rob'd of the faireſt Flower in 
their Crown, did deteſt the Pope's Claim, and affert 


their undoubted Right . , inherent to the Imperial 


Crown of the Land. From the one; paſs we on

that command Obedience to Authority, dextroufly 
quoted, and ſtrenuonfly preſt upon your Confcien- 
ces. There leveral Caſes of Conſcience are reſoly'd; 
As whether Kings, being Children, or wicked, gc. 
are to be obey d, or not, and the Anſwers very fa- 
tisfactory. In thoſe Fhemilier you will find Rebell;- 
01 unlawful, in any Caſe whatſoever, and both good 
and evil Princes, {et over men by Gad, either for the 
Puniſhment oi a wicked People, or for the Honor , 
and Benefit, of the good and vertuous. There you 
will find many Inftances,and Examples of Obedient 
Perſons, together wirh their particular Rewards ; 
Asalſo how abominable Rebellion 1s, both to God, 
and Man: What ſad Judgements awaits it in chis 
World, and in the World to come, They that Re- 
ſift, ſhall receive to themſelves fx Rahea Boe 1 13 
ſhould too much Eclipſe the Glory of thoſe excellent 
Diſcourſes, by any further Enlargement : And there- 
fore once more I wiſh, that all Perſons would per-

And therefore 1n all Caſes whatſoever, Rebellion ts 
utterly unlawful. Thus 1n the Prayer for the King, 
both in Morning, and Evening Serwice, it is declar'd, 
that God Alnighty, is King of Kings, Lord of Loves, 
and the only Ruler of Princes. God Almighty alone, 
is the Judge of the Actions of Princes; They are 
his Subſtitutes, and to him they are only account- 
able. And neither by any, nor all their SubjeS&s, 
muft they be call'd to Queſtion, for any thing they 
do: For God 3s the only Ruler of Princes ; and their 


- Adtions mult only be lod by him.

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24ly. In our Liturgy we pray for all Bleſſmgs, 
Temporal, Spiritual, and Eternal for the King - 
For we not only hambly beſcech God's ſpecial provi-- 
dence over him, ſaying , We humbly beſeech thee, 
with thy favour, to behold our moſt Gracious Sove-. 
raign Lord, King F AMES : Butalſo we Pray next, 
for Spiritual Bleſſrugs upon hum + ' Sv repleniſh 'bin 
with the Grate of thy holy Spirit , that he may alway. 
incline to thywill , and walk in thy way, endue him 


plenteouſly with heavenly Gifts : Then we Pray for 


Temporal Bl:fſitgs; Grant bim in health, and wealth, 
long tolive: Strengthen him that he may wvanquiſh, 
and overcome all his Enemies.

fides thePrayer before Sermon, )and every Afternoon 
twice alſo. And we alſoPray thrice aWeek, That from 
al Sedition, Privy Conſpiracy an Rebellion, it would 
pleaſe God rodeliverns, And that the Government 
may be both as eaſie, and happy to the King as pol- 
lible, WePray frequently for a Bleſſing upon the 
Royal Family, that his Majeſty may be happy in all 
his Relations ; and allo for all Infertor Magiſtrates, 
that they may do their Duties, in their ſeveral Stati- 
ons, and ſo take a con{iderable part of the Govern- 
ment,from off the King's Shoulders.

Tf juſt meaſures of the Papiſts Loyalty,may be 
ak from the Principles , and PraGices of the 
Conrt of Rome, or from the Lateran Councel , under 
Pope Innocent the 34. or fromthe prime Favorites of 
the Papacy ; Then we know, from the Writings of 
their great Champion Rellirivine, and from the pra- 
ice likewiſe of ſeveral Roman Biſhops, what-it is: 
For the Pope's Power to depole Kings,and Emperors, 
in ſeveral Caſes, is a DoGrine, no leſc eagerly main- 
tain'd by the former, then the Proſecntion of it upon 
occaſion;-has been praiced by the latter.

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that Guiccardine ( a famous Hiſtorian tells us, that 
the frequent Oppoſitions of the Popes to the Empe- 
rors , Were {uch, ithat it became Proverbial, to lay, 
Proprinm eft Eccleſis odiſſe Ceſares ; It 1s grown in- i 
to a Cuſtom, tor Popes to hate the Emperors. And 
therefore, till Popes quit their Claim, to intermeddle 
in Princes concerns, and wholly leave the Secular | 

| Powers, and Potentates, to the quiet poſſeſſions of 
their Crowns,and Dignities ; Our Allegiance Obliges 
us, tocry aloud , and declaim againſt the ſame, as 

_ a moſt miſchievous Vſurpation upon, and an inſuf- 
terable Violation of, the nb dh of God's Vi icege- 
rents upon Earth. 


2dly. Neither are the Principles of the Phana- 

ticks, of the beſt, but worſt fort, in Point of Loyalty : 
For they hold, That "ATE rs founded in Grace ; 
And that if the King do not what they would have 
him do, they will call him to an account. And if 
ever it be in their Power , ( which God forbid it 
ſhould, they'le make it a ſharp Reckoning to him. 
For the many Scotch Kings, that have {marted, and 
been cut off, by Scotch Fack-Presbyters,may let us ſee 
the natural Spirit of theſe fiery Men, had they but 
powerto their Wills, It is allo a Fundamental Law 
amongſt them, Salus Populi ſuprema Lex. Sothat 
they hold not the King, but the Feghte to be Supreme; 
and 
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and according to their own DoGrine , they have 
Power to depoſe him, at their pleaſure. And in- 
deed, looſe Principles lead men to as bad, or worſe 
PraGices : For even in this Nation, and in ſome 
of our Days, we have {cen thele godly Rebels, im- 
brue their hands in the Soweraigns Blood , and 
make .the beſt of Kings a Martyr; ( anhonor to 
nothing,but the Chriſtian Calendar: ) And not only 


heretofore , but even now, thele Sons of Belial, 
are begun afreſh,their old Rebellious Pranks: And 


notwithſtanding that our King's Right of Succeſſion 


3s undoubted, yet they have charg'd him with V/ur- 
pation, and Tyranny; and an ungrateful Rebel has ſet 
up his Standard, not far from the Royal Citty. Let 
us beware of ſuch Serpents as theſe; for tho they 
plead Religion, and the Proteſtant Religion, yet our 
Religion encourageth no ſuch PraGices. But they 
muſt have ſome fine Pretences , otherwiſe the Yul- 
gar would never believe, nor follow them; but be- 
lieve ye not them when they Whine , and Snivle, 
and ſpeak fairly : Tho the woice be the woice of Fa- 
cob, yet the hands are the hands of Eſau. For as 
the Royal Martyr did well obſerve, The Dewil of Re- 
bellion is never more formidable, then when Cloathed 


in the ſhape of the Angel of Reformation. Tho the 


Pretence be Religion, yet the Intent is Rebellion. So. 
that 
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that there can be no Loyalty in thole men, whonot 
only deſpiſe Dominions, and ſpeak evil of Dignities; 
but even acually Rebel againſt their Lawful: :So- 
veraign; and would do the greateſt Evil , that the ,» 7 
leaſt good to their belliſh Crue, might ſucceed. 


3dly. and Laſtly. Tho. the Principles of theſe 
our Adverſaries be looſe, in. point of Loyalty, ' and 
their PraGiices agreeable thereto; yet ( God be 
thanked, ) as the Principles of the Church of England 
ave for Loyalty,and Monarchy, {o'our PraGices do not 
dilagreethereunto : for I may challenge any perſon

r. From whatlT have formerly ſaid, *twill appear 
true, That the Church of England no- ſooner looſeth 2 
Member, but the King of England is in a fair way to 
gain an Enemy. Ik a man be once ſhaken in his Re- | 

| ligion | 
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ligion, 'tis ſuſpicious, that he is ſo in his Loyalty too. 

And the Reaſons plain , becauſe no perſon fepara- 
ting from the Church of England, (in point of Prin- 
ciple, ) will own the King's Supremacy , but utterly 
refuſeth to take that Oath. And indeed, he that 
would either ſet up another forreign, afurp t, Su- 


preme Power, ora Domeſtic Claſſical Aſſe mel above 


the: Kzng ; either of theſe are fo far from being the 
King's Friends , that they are his utter Enemies. 
For the King of England to bow to either of theſe 
Idols, doth fo far Vu-Monarch him, that it's far be- 
low fo great a Prince to ſubmit to it. And there- 
foreI afirm again, That when the Church of En- 


gland looſeth a Member, the King 'of England is in 


danger to gain an Enemy I Remark 


2dhy. That we of this Church, cannot deny our 
Allegiance, but we muſt alſo deny: our own Doctrine, 
and Profeſſion ; for our Religion teacheth us, to'S whe 
mit to every Ordinance of man , for the Lord s ſake. 
Whilſt therefore we have been bufie, in Addreſſung 
the Kine, let's not play the H [ypocrites v with him, nor 
pretend what we never intend. Our Religion teach- 
ethus, a firm, and unſhaken £oyalry; Let us not 
then have a ſecret Wiſh, to Public Fends: For thoſe 
that moſt love Miſchzef, perhaps will be the leaſt 
E 2 galn- 
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iners by it, in the End. Let none of this Church 
then, Roll Rebellion under their Tongues, nor keep 
it lurking in their Secret Places: For tho we teacly 
and Practice Loyalty, yet there'sa Generation of men 
amongſt us, whoſe Fingers itch as much after Royal, 
and Loyal Blood, as their Ears do after Novelties, 
The Canaanite 1s flill in the Land: A Generation of 
men, that have vow 'd Revenge againſt us, ifever in_ 
their Power; And for that End, they watch but 
{uch Rebellious On-ſets, as are now on Foot, and 
they want but Convenience, to, joyn thoſe Rehels. 
Let us have eyes upon thoſe whom we moſt ſuſpe&, 
and watch their Motions ; for tho they dare not 
ſpeak, yet we know their Principles, and they want 
but Opportunity, to put them in Pratizce.

It nearly concerns us all,to be 
aQtive and chearful in our Obedience, and Submiſſion 
to the King. Conſider the preſent Fantare , | that .

Kingdoms ; And withal, confider the danger this 
Cburch is in, it they prevail. And therefore let xs

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quit our ſelves like men, and be ſtrong: For we 
need not imbroyl our ſelves in another C:vil War, 
unleſs we covet Rin, and deſire to be undone twice, 
with the ſame Cheat ,-in one Age. But the King 
tears nothing from , but builds his ſtrongeſt Hopes, 
upon the. trae Sons. of the Church of England. Fox 
as no Intereſt but that, 'can- preſerve the: King z:1n 
the peaceable Poſſeſſzon of his Throne ; ſo , we give. 
the King ſuch Aſſurances of our Allegiance, and 
Fealty , as he himſelf Relies on, for a ſufficient 
Security, to his Crown, and Government. And this 
the King applauds in the Church of England. And 
in Conſideration of our #nſhaken Loyalty, has pro- 
mis'd, ( who wasnever yet worſe then his Word, 
to make it his Buſpreſs, to preſerve this Government, 
both in Church, and State, as now by Law eſtabliſht. 
And tho ſome ill Men , both ſpeak, and Write, 
that the King may ivterpret his own Words , even 
contrary to the natural Senſe, and Drift of them ; 
Yet Fle preſume to tell ſuch men, that bzs Majeſtie's 
Spirit is abowe Equivocation: And what he hach 
promis'd, ( in plain Engliſh, ) 1s doubtleſs what he 
mtends to perform. And this 1s not only an Additi- 
onal Argument to make us Loyal ;But a fair Light al« 
{o,to engage us to bleſs God, who hath put ſuch a thing 


as this into the King's Heart: And alſo to thank the -

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King, for his Love, & Tenderneſs,to us of this Church, 
whoſe Principles (by his own Suffrage,) are for Mo- 
w#archy, Letus all Practice according to our Prin- 
ciples , Fearing God , and Honouring the King : 
Praying Zealouſly, and eſpecially, for Kings, ans 
and all that are in Authority under hint-; That ſo we 
may lead a quiet ant peateable Life, in all in Godlineſs 
and Honeſty.
